No, CXIIL” The temperatures at the sea-level are taken from column 3 of the above table. 

Temperature. —The temperatures in colamn 3 are reduced from those in eblumn 17 on the preceding 
page, by adding 1° Fahrenheit for every 500 feet. 

Wind Resnitant.—The resultant wind direction and its comparative predominance are calculated 
from the whole number of wind observations recorded during the month. The relative predominance 
in the direction of the resultant is given as a percentage of the whole number of observations. The 
direction is computed in the usual way by Lambert's formula. 

Clouds.—This column gives the average proportion of clouded sky, a cloudless sky being “indicated 
by 0, and one completely overcast by 10. . 

The above being all comparable, afford the data for constracting a meteorological chart for the 
month which will show the isobaric and isothermal lines and the resultant wind directions, which last 
may be represented by arrows of varying length, i gaa two the prevalence of the wind, To 
these may be,added the rainfall from the previous tables. .

and Expenditure of the Provincial Servicesof Bengal for the year 1877-78. 

Letter from the Government of India, Financial Department, No. 1899, dated 29th 
March 1877, surrendering certain additional revenues and services to the use, 
management, and responsibility of the Government of Bengal. 

The Resolution of this Government, read above, reviewed the estimate | 

of receipts and expenditure of the revenues and services transferred to the 

Provincial Government in 1870. According to this estimatagthe Provincial 

Services Budget for 1377-78 opened with a balance of Rs. 47,692, and, after 

deducting the current expenditure from the yearly revenue, the ear closed * 

with a small ctedit balance of Rs. 10,790. It should, however, bé observed ‘ 

‘that this result, was obtained ee in the budget for a grant or 

contribution of Rs. 70,000 from t cial Reserve Fund. ¥ 
2, he Resolution of the Government of India, read above, now transfers 

to the control of the Provincial Government certain additional revenues and 

seryicts, and calls for a revised estimate for the year 1877-78. 
® The Lieutenant-Governor understands that no actual revision of the 

details of the budget provisions is called for, as the estimates when framed *

were, well considered and are not s ible of reduction. Rut a revised 
general estimate is required, so as to combine the receipts and expefiditure of 
the servicer now transferred with those transferred in 1870; and.this general 
revised estimate: is rendered the more necessary owing to agretrenchment 
or deduction of Rs. 5,90,000 from the amount of the Imperial assignment 
made to the Bengal Government. Thisgreduction, which is ordered in para- 
graph 26 of the Government of India’s Resolution above quoted, makes it 
necessary to revise the general provincial estimate, so as to show how. the 
Local Government now proposes to carry on its financial administration, and © 
a revised general estimate has accordingly been prepared and is hereto annexed, 
4. This estimate is an amalgamation or consolidation of the provincial 
estimate of 1877-78, as already sanctioned, with the receipts and charges of 
the several budget heads now: transferred to provincial control. he only © 
material alteration it has been found necessary to make is under the head 
of “Stamps.” The Government of India has surrendered to the” 
Government. the reyenue under this head for a payment to ‘the Im 
Exchequer, during 1877-78, of Rs. 98,50,000. But, from returns which have 
been called for by the Local Government, it appears that it may reasonably 
be expected -that a sum of at least Rs, 5,90,000 in excess *of the original 
estimates will be realized during 1877-78 on account of sales of stamps, owing 
to the operations under the Land Registration Act VII (B O.) of 1876, and this 
anticipated income being added to the Stamp revenue surrendered by the 
Government of India (Rs, 98,50,000), produces an equilibrium in the closing 
balance of 1877-78, which still stands at about Rs. 11,000 under the head gf 
Provincial Services. ‘ 

: 5, A grant of Rs. 7,000 has been made to the Loeal Government in con- 
sideration of its undertaking the charges for the police guard on duty at the 
Government Houses—Calcutta and Barrackpore, These charges will be debited 

against the Police Budget, and an addition of Ks, 7,000 has been accordingly 

made to the, allotment under this head. 

6. In the same manner, the Government of India has granted a sum of. 
Rs. 7,000 for the repairs of the offices of the Superintendent of Stamps and 
Stationery, of the obelisks (navigation marks) on the banks, of the river 
Hooghly, and .of the Bishop’s Palace. These repairs will be undertaken by 
the Department of Public Works, and the allotment to that department has

lost sight of the fact that, according to the orders of the Government of India 
in the Financial Department, No. 1801, dated the 26th March 1877, the 
Bengal Government is liable to the Supreme Government for a further 
sum of Rs, 27,47,000 on account of Extraordinary Publie Works, Irrigation 
Works, and State Railways. This liability is to be met by the taxation 
imposed under the Public*Works Cess law, which has lately received the sanc- 
tion of the Governor-General. r

Tue total number of cases reported in the Town and Suburbs of Calcutta 
during the past year was 35,733, In 1875, 87,763 cases were instituted. The 
tlecrease is in great measure owing to a falling off in the number of edhservancy 

rosecutions in the Suburbs, but it is to some extent observable under most 
ers cognizable and non-cognizable, and in offences under the Penal Code, 
as well as in miscellaneous offences. The number of persons arrested shows 
corresponding* falling off, and the increase which nevertheless took place in 
convictions is ascribed to the withdrawal of magisterial powers under Act IV 
of 1866 from the Deputy Commissioner. This has rendered it necessary for the 
police to place all persons arrested before either the Commissioner or the 
agistrate, and persons discharged with a warning by the Magistrate are shown 
as convicted, whereas persons similarly released by the Deputy Commissiorer 
fould not be so shown. It is found that 25,861 persons out of 35,368 arrested 
weré convicted in 1876, against 22,792 out of 36,930 in 1875. The convictions 
for offences under the Penal Code show that in the ‘Town there is one criminal in 
every 126 persons, and in the Suburbs 1 in 170, The proportion of criminals 
to population is about the same for Hindoos and Mussulmans in the Suburbs, 
In the Town, however, the proportion borne by Mussulman criminals to popu- 
lation is more than double that of the Hindoos, The explanation of both 
phenomena is no doubt to be found in the circumstance that the low floating 
pulation of the town, which provides the lascars, porters, carters, and the like, 
1s chiefly mafe up of Mussulmans. : 

2. "The total number of true cases of offences against property fell from 
2,868 in 1875 to 2,965 in 1876, and the value of the property stolen from 
Rs, 1,64,646 to Rs. 1,05,667. The Commissioner claims to regard this as a 


. proof of the successful efforts of the police during the year. The Lieutenant. ° 


Governor, however, remarks that the number of cases detected has decreased 
in still greater proportion, and the diminution in dishonest crime may not 
unreasonably be credited rather to the successful ne garg of 1875 than to 
the vigilance of 1876. It may even be apprehended that the diminished 
success in convictions in the past twelve months niay result in an increase in 
the number of offences against property during the current year. The falling 
off in the value of property stolen cannot be taken as a necessarily favour- 
able symptom. “The statistics of property stolen and recovered are often 
violently disturbed by svyme exceptional circumstance entirely beyond the 
* control of fhe police. “Thus,a great part of the difference in the value of the 
P stolen in 1875 and 1X76 is represented by the value of the jewels of 
the Maharajah of Cashmere, which were stolen in the former year. When 
once a theft occurs, the amountstolen may be great or small, without culpability 
of the police being in any way increased or lessened. In 1874 there wasa falling 
off in offences, a large increase in detections, and at the same time a very large 
increase in the value of the property stolen, over the preceding year, 
3. Town.—Tuming to the detailed classification of crime, the Lieutenant. 
Governor renvarks that serious offences against person and property both show 
an inorease, ayd minor crs a decrease.

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remarks with satisfaction that in this year, unlike 1875, there have been none of 
those atrodious cases, once so common in Caleutta, in which itutes are 
murdered for the sake of their ornaments, The two native m were Con- 
victed. The sailors were acquitted under circumstances which reflect no di it 
on the police. In four out of the five cases of attempt at murder the offenders 
were convicted ; in the fifth the accused was pronounced insane and was removed 
to alunatic asylum. Three cases of culpable homicide occurred. In one case death - 
resulted from rupture of the spleen, and the accused was discharged ; in one the 
accused was convicted; and in the third case (No. IL) there was an apparent 
failure of justice. The Lieutenant-Governor desires to be informed if any steps 
were taken to punish the man Cook, at whose hands, according to his own state- 
ment, the native boatman met his death. There were 13 cases of grievous hurt, 
of which fi¥e were withdrawn by the complainants. In one the accused absconded, 
and in four convictions were obtained. The other three cases of stabbing, 
and in none of them was the offender brought to justice. Generally speaking, 
the Lieutenant-Governor is satisfied with the action of the Calcutta police in 
regard to offences against the person. The only unsatisfactory feature is the 
fatlure to obtain convictions in cases of stabbing arising out of drunken brawls ; 
but in these the attendant circumstances doubtless render it difficult to establish 
judicially the guilt of the offender. 

4. “It is by their action in preventing and dealing with offences against 
property that the police of a large city must be judged. In Calcutta so pany 
shops containing valuable property are left at mght unguarded and pro’ 
only by a flimsy padiock, and the habit of entertaining as servants persons of 
unknown antecedents is so common, that the difficulties of the police in 
both directions are much enhanced. Under all the circumstances, Mtr. Eden 
considers it satisfactory that only 102 cases of burglary occurred in Cal- 
catta during the Pe year, aud that of these 25 were detected. Only 
73 out of the 102 were successful burglaries, and of these only 60 occur- 
red at night.
